Eddie Thomson and Atti Abonyi are surely 
two of the great characters in Soccer in Au- 
stralia. Between them, they have done more 
for the code in the past few years than 100 
administrators. 

All this counts for nothing when a coach 
steps out of line and offends officialdom. 

homson has been fined $1,000 by the 
Philips Soccer League and Abonyi has copped 
a $500 fine from the NSW Federation of Soccer 
Clubs. 

In both cases, an appeal is in the Pipeline, 
For that reason, it would be wrong for us to 
discuss the merit‘or otherwise of the punish- 
ment. But that does not prevent us expressing 
regret over the fact that a man like Eddie 
Thomson was fined ... or a man like Atti 
Abonyi. 

As a player, Thomson was a magnificent 
servant to Sydney City Slickers. As a coach, he 
is well-respected throughout the game, being 
a fine ambassador for the Slickers club. 

He is clearly a successful coach. Although he 
had to fill the shoes of a man who had brought 
many trophies to the club, Thomson kept 
Sydney City where they always expect to be — 
at the top of the PSL tree. 

Atti Abonyi is even more revered in Austra- 
lian Soccer. 

He, along with others like Ron Corry, Stan 
Ackerley, Ray Baartz, Johnny Warren, Billy 
Vojtek and John Watkiss, took Australia to 
within one goal of the World Cup Finals in 
Mexico in 1970. Three years earlier, Abonyi 
and his Aussie team mates blazed a glorious 
trail through south-east Asia, winning a pre- 
stige tournament in Vietnam and cleaning up

FRANK AROK — THE ST GEORGE LEGEND

“The biggest drawback without the shadow of a doubt in Australian Soccer is the lack of real co- 
operation between the junior and senior factions. 


“The junior organisa- 
tions are on one side of 
the track and the seniors 
on the other. 

“And no matter how 
friendly some of the fac- 
tions may be, until some 
real co-operation and 
understanding can be 
reached, a great amount 
of raw talent will con- 
tinue to go to wi ind 
Soccer will never reach 
its true potential.

ASW INSPIRES 
RADIO BATTLE 


A recent story in ASW appears to have sparked off a battle 
between Sydney radio stations. 


When ASW’s John Economos 
suggested listeners should tune in to 
2UE, it was like a red rag to a ball as. 
far as 2GB’s Sporting Director 
Richard Fisk was concerned. 

__ So Mr Fisk wrote to ASW — blast- 
ing us and blasting the 2UE people. 

This is his letter:— 


Dear Sir, 

I must protest in the strongest terms 
about the story in a recent issue of ““Au- 
stralian Soccer Weekly” by John 
Economos headlined “Radio Attacks 
Soccer.” 

The story outlined an interview on 
Radio Station 2UE that took place bet- 
ween John Warren, Rugby League writer 
Ray Chesterton and Sports Director Ian 
Maurice. 

The story indicated Mr Chesterton was 
particularly critical of Soccer, suggesting 
crowds in some cases were doubled to give 
the game a better image. He then went on 
to slam Australian Soccer on an interna- 
tional level compared to Rugby League. 
John Economos then went on:— 

“7 am sure this battle will continue next 
Saturday morning . . . listen into this prog- 
ramme and protest . . .” 

As Sports Director of Radio Station 
2GB, where we endeavour to give Soccer a 
fair go, I feel it is ridiculous that John 
Economos suggests Soccer fans should 
tune into a radio station that is highly 
critical of the game. 

Over the weekend 2GB has Sportsline 
between 9-12 Saturday morning and from 
5-8 p.m. Saturday and Sunday evenings in 
which we encourage calls from Soccer fans 
and give all Soccer results, both Philips 
League and State League. Our news 
service also gives Soccer a high priority 
coverage. 


One would be forgiven on reading the 
story in your publication for thinking the 
only way to get Soccer people to listen to 
your programme is to bag the game. 

If this is the case, feel sure 2GB will go 
after Soccer “boots and all” and we will 
stop paying our reporters to ensure results 
are in for the Saturday and Sunday evening 
Sportsline programmes. 

I was doubly disappointed to read the 
article in Australian Soccer Weekly be- 
cause I considered it to be Australia’s 
number one Soccer publication. 

It appears 2GB’s support of the game by 
promoting up-coming matches and re- 
Jevant interviews rates second to a stinging 
criticism. 

To me, a better form of protest would be 
to tell Soccer fans to boycott 2UE and 
encourage Soccer supporters to listen to 
radio stations that are supporting the 
game.

TAKES OFF

Apart from women’s Soccer, which seems to be ever on the 
increase around Australia, one of the growing — and intriguing — 
sections of the round-ball code is indoor Soccer. 


| must confess that | 
had not given much atten- 
tion to this section of the 
sport until seeing some of 
the very fast action on TV 
Channel 0 in Sydney one 
Saturday afternoon. 

The games were tele- 
vised from Melbourne 
and appeared to attract 
quite a large crowd of 
spectators. 


Ray Richards, a famous 
former Australian player, 
interested me still further 
with his description of the 
fast and furious action at 
the special indoor 
stadium that has been 
erected at Auburn in 
Sydney. 

For someone who has 
never seen the pitch for 
indoor Soccer, imagine a 
very large tennis court 
completely surrounded 
by a solid boundary 
fence. 

«There is a mini-sized 
goal at each end. Project- 


ing from the back wall, 
there is a semi-circle 
surrounding each goal. To 
protect the goalkeepers, 
shots must be taken out- 
side this semi-circle. 

Indoor Soccer for 
women started in Sydney 
at the Revesby Y.M.C.A. 
about four yedrs ago. 

As with the start of out- 
door Soccer for women, 
girls who had already 
played the game went 
along to watch the fellers 
playing, liked what they 
saw and decided to get 
into the act. 

| spoke to Kim Lembryk 
first to get a broad idea of 
the popularity of the sport 
from a young person’s 
point of view. 

Kim has just been 
chosen as an Australian 
representative in 
women’s indoor Soccer. 

She says that the game 
keeps her super fit in the 
summer months. With the 
shortness of the,court and 


the speed of the ball, 
which looks for all the 
world like a huge tennis 
ball, Kim says that the 
action is really fast end-to- 
end Soccer. There is a 
limited time that the ball 
can be kept by a player. 
Because of the sj of 
the game, it is limited to 
two 15 minute halves. 


In Sydney, the season 
starts right after the end 
of the outdoor season and 
continues until the end of 
March. 


The second inter-State 
tournament was held in 
Broken Hill during the. 
Australia Day weekend. 

Eight girls travelled to 
the Silver City to take part 
in the games. They were 
all from the Sydney area. 

They were: Cindy Hey- 
don (St George); Lynn OF 
son (Lakemba); Veronica

Asked if there were any 
different rules to the out- 
door Soccer, Kim said 
there were rules that had 
to be used because of the 
location. The ball must be 
kept under 10 feet above 
the court, three seconds 
only in the goal area.

Slide tackles could be 
used and shoulder 
charges were in order, 
Kim said. 

Cindy Heydon, the Aus~ 
tralian Women’s Soccer 
team captain, added a few 
more points. 

She says that indoor 
Soccer is becoming in- 
creasingly popular for 
women. 

In the tournament play- 
ed in Broken Hill, teams 
from NSW, Port Augusta, 
Geelong, and two promis- 
ing teams from the local 
area took part. Games 
were played on proper in- 
door Soccer courts, with

And now something for the 
coaches. Many senior club 
coaches would, | know, be glad 
to spend some time with their 
counterparts. At present the only 
time coaches have a chance to 
see one another is on match day 
and this as far as relaxed discus- 
sion is concerned is far from 
appropriate. 

ne of my objectives for 1982 
is to provide any opportunity for 
coaches of senior teams to come 
together over four days in 
November. 

Although such a reunion would 
be socially very welcome, espe- 
cially by some, it will not be the 
main purpose of the gathering. 

The Senior Soccer Coaches 
Seminar will have a properly con- 
structed programme catering for 
the needs of those present. In- 
cluded in the seminar will be 
coaching practices, lectures, 
films, etc, relating to psychology 
and physiology. Also included in 
the curriculum will be the role of 
the coach, not only as far as the 
team is concerned, but also in 
the development of the club as a 
whole. 

The seminar would be held at 
the Englefield Stadium, Dural, 
where excellent fai s provide 
for the ideal environment. It will 
run from Monday to Thursday to 
enable coaches working in the 
National Coaching Scheme to 
perform their duties on the 
weekend. 

Such a seminar would be very 
beneficial to all of us, and | would 
also recommend that something 
similar should be organised for 
referees, administrators, junior 
clubs, etc. 

Two heads are better than one, 
so by mixing ideas and talking 
about different problems, | feel 
that this would be a great thing 
for the development of the game 
in all departments.

Croatia v St George should produce a classic match 
"for the final of the NSW Ampol Cup tomorrow night. 


Both clubs took part in 
the NSW State League last 
season, and were involved 
in some titanic struggles. 

The first League game 
was a 1-1 draw at St George 
Stadium, the return 
finished in a 3-0 win for 
Croatia —which clinched 
the title for them. 

Then Croatia took out 
the major semi-final 2-1, 
before St George got 
ultimate revenge 1-0 in the 
Grand Final. 


Only five Saints and six 
Croatians are in their club's 
first XIs from the Grand 
Final teams.

THE JUNIOR AND YOUTH SET-UP IN VICTORIA

Some suggestions were 
made to improve this orga- 
nisation and in his wisdom 
or otherwise I’m sure Keith 
was attempting to be 
constructive. 

The main point of his 
suggested reconstruction 
was to decentralise the ad- 
ministrations in Mel- 
bourne. 

‘The reasoning for the de- 
centralisation would be to 
have a more localised admi- 
nistration, which allegedly 
would bring the administa- 
tions closer to the public 
and would in turn result in 
more kids playing Soccer. 

This apparently is the sy- 
stem in New South Wales, 
Northern New South Wales 
and Queensland. 

There is no doubt that 
problems exist in our great 
game at all levels, but let us 
concern ourselves with 
Youth and Junior levels. 

I must say at the outset 
that I don't really feel that 
our problems are as bad as 
people within this game 
would have you think, 

As a director of coa- 
ching, I come into close 
contact with coaches and 
administrations of many 
other sports, and most reg- 
ularly remark on the excel- 
lent organisations and pro- 
motions of our Australian 
Junior Soccer. We must al- 
ways strive to improve, but 
we compare most favoura- 
bly with other sports. 

‘Within our own organisa- 
tions, there are many peo- 
Ee who purely and simply 

nock the system and gene- 
rally portray an image of 
chaos, which too often is 
believed. 

There are also critics — 
and that does not mean that 
all they do is “criticize”, 

The dictionary says a 
CRITIC is: A person who 
forms and expresses judge- 
ments of people or things 
according to certain stan- 
dards values. 

I nee ha put Keith Gil- 
mour in the latter cat 5 
but I suggest his ataateeds 
and values are clouded by 
his oat involvement 
in New South Wales, where 
he has first-hand knowled- 
ge of their organisations 
and problems. 

Many of these problems 
are peculiar to New South 
Wales, as are problems 
which the Sean or- 
ganisation has to solve. 

Geographically States li- 
ke Queensland face pro- 
blems which are only pec- 
uliar to them because ofthe 
size of the State. So in some 
respects decentralisation is 
a must for them. 

Victoria on the other 
hand does not face this 
“Big State” problem, and 
central administration ma- 
kes more sense here. 

Country areas in Victo- 
tia, to all intents and 
purposes, are self-sufficient 

organise their own af- 
fairs very efficiently with 
solid back-up from the pa- 
rent body. 

To create little pockets of 
administration throughout 
Melbourne would not in- 
crease the efficiency of the 
organisations, but could 
 well.create more havens for 


those who only involve th- 
emselves with the game to 
satisfy their own ego. 


The central administrati- 
on is known — as it is 
meant to be known — by 
the Victorian State Gover- 
nment as the ‘‘Parent 
Body”. 

_ One of the greatest abili- 
ties of a coach is to be able 
to “identify the problem”. 
The solutions are rendered 


useless if the main problem 
is not identified. 

In these circumstances I 
feel the problem is not 
quantity of players rather 
quality of players. 


The problem area is not 
the numbers recruited: to 
the games but rather what 
we do with them as they get 
older. A vacuum has been 
created in our pime betwe- 
en the age of 15 to 1 ‘years. 


I agree Victoria lacks a 
youth league which compa- 
res with the New South 
Wales Youth League and 
the Philips Youth League. 

It is a very high priority 
on my brief as Victorian 
State Director of Coaching 
to “identify the problem” 
in this area. I will need the 
unqualified support of seni- 
or clubs in Victoria to adeq- 
uaitely satisfy the needs of 
this problem area. 


1 would like to see the 
best players competing 
against each other every 
week, but much thought 
must go into its organisati- 
on before it could become a 
reality,

THE ALAGICH APPROACH 


TO SOCCER 


COACHING 


by Keith Gilmour 


Soccer coaching has many levels, with those of national coach and 
coaches of the leading club of Australia being far and away the best 


known. 


So often these roles are confused with 
those of national, State and Regional Direc- 
tors of coaching, all of whom have basically 
a teaching responsibility. 

In a society such as our own there are 
many courses under the control of private 
individuals. 

‘Again, there has been the vary welcome 
development of the Soccer coaching scheme 
controlled by the Australian Institute of 
Sport in Canberra. 

Recently McDonald's Family Restaurants 
entered the scene with a 3t750,000 three- 
year Socceroo Super Skills Award scheme 
for youngsters that will help to augment the 
skills thot players require in pursuit of 
‘excellence in the sport of their choice. 

Youth Soccer, with a greater degree of 
participation in the States of NSW and 
Queensland, is more the less widespread in 
Australia. 


In NSW the pattern always has been 
never fo deny any boy a game, regardless 
of his level of ability. 

No matter what, a competition is provided 
for him. 


From that ae, there has Lae 
grown specialised competitions which pro- 
vide for the higher class of player who 
wishes to progress in the sport. 

The schools came into the code in huge 
numbers, binging a greater acceptance of 
Soccer than could have been visualised 
some years ago. 

Recently there has been a welcome move 
to build players of high standard. 

As a result no less than 75 young players 
are on the books of Philips League clubs. All 
of them were born after August 1 1963 and 
qualify for selection in the Australian World 
Youth Championship team. 

National coach Les Scheinflug has ex- 
tended his net into the youngsters with the 
various State Leagues and other clubs. He 
has vetted the performance of more than 
350 players already. 

Even with all this improved activity, Aus- 
tralia still lags well behind some of the more 
‘advanced countries in knowledge of the 
disciplines that the sport should bring. 
One coach who has specialised in Soccer

fom the academic and youth development 
view points is Richard Alagich, a Sydney 
high school teacher specialising in physical 
education. 

Currently he is Director of Coaching for St 
George, where he operates in close con- 
junction with Frank Arok, the St Cee 
coach who for a period was president of t 
Soccer Coaches’ Federation of Yugoslavia. 

Alagich was previously in control of the 
Manly-Warringah scheme, and spent many 
years in Yugoslavia obtaining the Soccer 
education that would be of value back in 
this country. 

Unfortunately much of his work is either 
ignored or not u . 

It has been handled in such depth that it 
is well worth our say out, over a series of 
articles, what is involved in operating a 
Soccer coaching scheme of the necessary 
depth to bring Australia close to the fore- 
front of the international Socer community. 

Recently Alagich was afforded the oppor- 
tunity to spend 10 weeks in Yugoslavia 
studying their organisational structure. 

Firstly there is Dr Professor Miloje Gabri- 
jelic, dean of the Faculty of Physical Educa- 
tion at the University of Zagreb, whose 
speciality is Soccer. 

Then there is his assistant Professor Jer- 
kovic, and Dragan Pivic, secretary-general 
of the Yugoslav Association of Football 
Coaches, who was formerly with Vojvodina, 
Red Star, Dynamo and Hajduk. 

Not the least of his contacts was Milan 
Miljanic, Yogoslavia’s World Cup coach 
and former coach of Red Star and Real 
Madrid. 


‘Alagich’s own original qualifications at 
fertiary level called for many years of study. 

Two years at the Academy of Physical 
Education were followed by a further four- 
year course at the faculty. 

‘Specialties studied were kinesiotherapy 
— therapy related to human anatomy and 
motion — and of course Soccer itself. 

In next week's issue Richard Alagich will 
lead us into the levels of coaching that are 
being taught and achieved in Yugoslavia, 
where everything relates fo securing a high

I've just picked up my weekly copy of your 
informative newspaper, and was impressed to see 
a double page poster spread (pages 10 and 15, 
April 6). 


its purpose is to help you to follow Espana ‘82 
filling in team and result details on the alee 
provided. In theory that’s great — in practice not. 

“First Phase” on this chart allows for the inclu- 
sion of details on four games in each of the six sub- 
groups — two for the two cities hosting each sub- 
group. In reality there are six games involving the 
four teams in each sub-group in a round-robin. 
Three games are played at each of the sub- 
ground’s two cities — with one exception: the 
pening game — Argentina v Belgium from Group 
3 will be played in Barcelona’s Nou Camp on June 
13, depriving Alicante of a third match. 


These mistakes render the poster, at best, to be 
an attractive inaccuracy, and at worst another 
example of international creative carelessness 
and incompetence.
